Subject: —Grant of A.V. licences for Newsprint (S. No. 44/V )—during October, 
1960— March, 1961 period. 

No, 128-ITC(PN)/60.—Attention of the importers is invited to remark (10) 
against S. No. 44/V in Section II of the Red Book for October 1960—March 1961 
licensing period according to which A.U. applications from publishers of books 
can also be considered, I 

2. On a review of the position, it has been decided to substitute remark (10) by 
the following remark: — 

(10) (i) “A.U. applications from publishers of books other than text books will 

also be considered for import of standard newsprint (52 grammage 

only) and the requirements would be met from the stocks of canalised 
imports of newsprint arranged by the State Trading Corporation. Such 
requests should be supported by a Chartered Accountant’s certificate 
showing the past consumption of imported or indigenous newsprint 
during the calendar year 1958 or 1959. Chartered Accountant’s certi¬ 
ficate should be furnished in the prescribed form given in Appendix 
65 to the current Red Book, This certificate should further specify 

that, the newsprint was consumed in publishing books only. The appli¬ 

cants should also furnish the following information along with their 
applications: — 

(a) list of books published during 1958 and 1959; 

(b) list of books to be published; 

(c) justification to show that the indigenous newsprint is not suit¬ 

able; and 

(d) vouchers showing the purchase of newsprint. 

(li) A.U, applications for import of glazed newsprint from publishers and/or 
printers of text books approved/sanctioned/recommended for schools 
and Universities will he considered on the basis of a certificate In the 
form annexed to this Public Notice from the State Director of Educa¬ 
tion/Registrar of University certifying the essentiality of their require¬ 
ments,"
